1. That BO much land as IB contained in the north
half of lection twenty-Dine (29), township one hundred and. ___ _
nineteen (119), north of range thirty-two (89) west mnd*0"™1"
being in the county of Meeker, containing three hundred and
twenty (820) acres, be and the mme w hereby created a
town corporate by the name of Acton, and abaft have and
enjoy all the powen, priTilegw and responsibilities usually
enjoyed by mnnioipal oorporationa.

SHL & That for the good order and government of mid
town, it shall be lawful lor the qualified voters of said townT |̂|n|tfc()tfBM
to meet on the first Wednesday of April next, and at fhewhnhild
same time annually thereafter, at such place in said town as
the Town Council hereinafter appointed, or any three of them
may direct, and then and there proceed to elect by ballot, one
President and one Secretary, and three Trustees, qualified
voters in said town, who shall hold their offices one year, or
until their successors are duly elected and qualified, and such
President, Secretary and Trustees being; so elected and quali-
fied shall constitute the Town Council of said Town, any three
of whom shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of
business pertaining to their duties, and for the purpose of
ontering aaid town site and acquiring the title thereto,
Joseph w. Putnam, is hereby appointed President, and Peter
Biohie, Secretary, and Halden Putnam, John Richie, J. H.
Bobinson, Trustees of said town, and they shall constitute
aaid Town Council until their successors are elected as herein
provided, with all the powers and duties of the same.

SKJ. 8. At tiie first election to be held under this Act,
there shall be chosen by the electors present at the time forT0wn«i«itiiim
opening the polls on the day for holding said first election, kowaoaSwK
two Judges and a Clerk of said election, who shall take sued
oath or affirmation, faithfully to discharge the duties required
of them by this Act, and at all subsequent elections, the
Trustees or any two of them shall act as Judges, and the
Secretary, or in his absence some person to be appointed by
the Judges shall be Olerk. The polls shall be opened between
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4he hours of ten and eleven in the forenoon, and closed at
four in the afternoon of said day; and at the close of the
polls, the votes shall be counted and a true statement thereof
proclaimed to the voters present by one of the Judges, and
the Olerk shall make a tone record thereof, and within five
days thereafter he shall give notice to the persons so elected
of their election; and it shall be the duty of said Town
Council, at least ten days before each and every election, to
give notice of the same by putting- up notices at three of the
most public places in said town.

SBC. 4. The President and Trustees of said town are
hereby created a body politic and corporate, with perpetual
succession, to be known and designated by the name of the
town of Acton, and shall possess all the rights and be subject
to all the liabilities usually belonging to municipal corpora-
tions.

Eta. 6. This Act to take effect from and after its passage.
